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that with respect to the .FBI or the IOC he would not opoose the 
amendment, but neither would .«* cu ; ue psstify. ;• ^ J : >ort 
it. However, in his recent letter ;v» a -id •• *h*t this is at 
least in part "because it has so many facets vnieh me not 
within the our view of either FBI or ICC". 

In the licet of this I have asked our Assistant Secretary 
for Congressional Relations to take appropriate action to 
secure submission of the amendment by the White -House to the 
Congress, and to do whatever he can to obtain favorable con- 
sideration on the Hill. 

Recalling your interest in assurance that your agency's 
interest not be revealed in public debate, 1 have suggested 
to Mr. Macomber that you could be helpful both at the White 
House and in the Congress. I nave asked him to advise you 
when your assistance would bo most helpful. 

I nope we can now conclude our several years of effort 
to obtain legislation.
